IS STRUNG UP TO A TREE. 


Determined Men from Toluca 
Batter Down the Doors 
of the Marshall 
County Jail. 


DIES IN THE EARLY MORNING 


Lacon, Ill., Nov. 7.—[Special.]—The first 
lynching in central Illinois in many years 
took place here early this morning, when a 
hundred miners from Toluca, a mining town 
a short distance east of here, broke into 
the county jail, took out F. W. Stewart, a 
‘Toluca negro, and hanged him toatree. 

The work was done quickly and quietly. 


Only a few late stragglers noticed the num- } 


ber of strangers who kept driving into 
town from the east. They were well or- 
ganized, however, and shortly after mid- 
night marched in a body to the jail, broke 
in the doors after a short parley with the 
Sheriff, dragged the negro from his cell, 
carried him to a tree a mile from town, 
where the remainder of the party awaited 
them, and there swung him to a limb. 

Stewart’s crime was assault on Friday 
evening upon Mary O’Brien, the Gauguter of 
one of the Toluca miners. : 

Although many in Lacon deplore the lynch- 
ing there is a general impression that the 
negro was punished as he deserved, and no 
special effort is being made to discover the 
identity of the members of the mob. 

The Coroner’s jury this afternoon returned 
a verdict that Stewart came to his death 
at the hands of persons unknown, and the 
Sheriff seems to think public sentiment 
would not justify him in making strenuous 
efforts to capture the lynchers. 


Punishment Not Probable, 


_The people of Toluca are clannish, and 
any attempt to arrest men for what is gen- 
erally agreed to have been an act of retribu- 


tive justice would, it is feared, be resented 


by the miners. The grand jury may take 
action later on, but — is expected to 
come of it. _& 

Toluca is a mtuine coun on the Santa Fé 
road, a place of recent and rapid growth, 
with a mixed population of turbulent dis- 
position. There are many foreigners and 
some negroes. Against the latter there has 
always been considerable antipathy, which 
has been heightened of late by-¢he troubles 
at Pana and Virden. The white miners 
grew more bitter. against the colored men 
as they heard how the negroes were be'ng 
imported from the South, and many colored 
men were forced to leave town because 
feeling was running so high. Among those 
who persisted in staying, however, was F. 
W. Stewart, a man of bad character and the 
victim of mob law today. 


Bloodhounds on the Trail. 


The O’Brien girl could give no more "re gan 
ut a> 


a vague description of her assailant, 
bloodhound was secured, and being put on 
the scent started off on what appeared to 
be a hot trail. A hundred miners followed, 
and when the bloodhound finally led them 
to a shanty where Stewart was found it 
was with difficulty that the hotter heads 
were prevented from mene their venge- 
ance upon him. 

Stewart protested his scheint with such 
earnestness and apparent sincerity that 
many were persuaded against their wills 
and his life was spared. He was wane up, 


however. 


The authorities became alarmed re the 
mutterings of the miners, smuggled Stewart 
into a carriage, and hurried him to the 
county jail of Marshall County, at Lacon, 
ten miles west of Toluca, on the. lllinois 
River, at the terminus of a spur of the Alton 
railroad, 

When the miners found on Saturday morn- 
ing that Stewart had been put where he 
was believed to be safe in-case he was 
found to be guilty, public sentiment grew so 
bitter that the Mayor and City Marshal at- 
tempted to allay it by promising to visit 


Lacon to see if a confession could be ex-— 


torted from Stewart. The result was a com- 
plete confession that sealed his fate. 


Plans for the Lynching. 
When the Mayor and the Marshal returned 
to Toluca and announced that Stewart had 


confessed his guilt there was no outbreak, 


but instead a silence that was more ominous. 

A few men, friends of O’Brien, took charge 
and the plans were soon made. At 100’clock 
a hundred men, driving in all kinds of 
vehicles, set out for Lacon. The people in 
Toluca saw them go, knew their mission, 
and yet sent no word of warning to the au- 
thorities at the county seat. 

The party halted in. a pasture near the 
Toluca road about a mile east of Lacon and 
there completed their:plans. It was decided 
that it would not be wise for all of them to 
enter the town, even though it was then 
midnight, and acordingly fifty men who 
could be relied upon were selected to storm 


_ the jail and bring back their victim, while 
- the others awaited them at a tree which had 


been selected for the gallows. 
The storming party tied black masks over 
their faces, entered the town quietly, and 


. proceeded to the jail, a two-story building 
standing just back of the courthouse, and 


pounded on the doors for admission. 

Sheriff Paskell came to a window in the 
second story and demanded to know what 
they wanted. A shout went up, *‘ We want 
Stewart.’’. 


Mob Storms the Jail. , 

The Sheriff replied that Stewart was under 
protection of the law and that they must 
await the course of justice. His answer was 
the crash of a heavy sledge against the 
doors. The miners had brought their picks, 
sledges, and heavy coal hammers to assist 
them. in the work they knew was before 
them. 

The doors did not long withstand the blows 
rained upon them, and in a few minutes the 
mob was inside the jail. Sheriff Paskell con- 
fronted them and attempted to argue with 
them, but he was covered with a dozen re- 
volvers and hurried? inte side room, where 
he was locked in. 

_ The mob then made a rush for the cells, 

and the other prisoners pointed out the cell 
occupied by the man they were seeking. — 

Stewart crouched and whimpered in a 
corner as a sturdy miner swung his heavy 
sledge upon the lock of his cell, until finally 
the door gave way and the mob pounced 
upon its prey. 

Stewart was jerked to his feet, dragged 


| out into the corridor, where a rope was put 


| about his neck, and, surrounded by the mob, 


was hustled outside, the cries of his fellow- 
prisoners sounding a harsh requiem. 


Hanged to a Tree. 

The negro was hurried through the silent 
streets to the pasture where the remainder 
of the crowd was waiting. As he stumbled 
along he begged for mercy, but his captors 
were pitiless. 

The other lynchers were waiting in grim 
silence beneath a. white oak tree in the 
pasture. The end of the rope which had 
been about Stewart’s neck was thrown over 
a limb and without giving him any oppor- 
tunity to make a statement a dozen men 
seized it.and hauled him into theair. The 
crowd lingered until it was sure that Stew-’ 
art was dead and then returned to Toluca 
as it had come. 

As soon as the mob had left Lacon Sheriff 
Paskell aroused the Mayor and with 4 few 
citizens followed the crowd ‘to the scene 
of the lynching. 
members of the mob had gone. : 

They did not cut the negro’s body down, 
leaving it until morning, when it was cut 
down and brought back to town. The body 
is still in the city hall here, awaiting orders 
for its disposal. 

Stewart had a penitentiary record, having 
been sentenced from Peoria County two 
years ago for burglary. He was released 
on parole about four months ago, and had 
been working in and about Toluca most of 
the time since.

Cleveland, O., Nov. 7.—[Special.]—This 


evening the charred body of a well-dressed 


When they got there the 


and evidently prosperous man,was found* 


lying in a slowly burning fire in the base- 
ment of the ruins of:an old box factory. 
When the body was examined at the 


side of the head, either of which would have 
caused death. There is absolutely no clew 
to the perpetrators of the crime or to the 
identity of the victim. 

When the body was stripped it was found 
all marks on the clothing, if there were any, 
had been burned away. In the poekets were 
found $3.16, but no papers or anything else 
which might lead to an identifigation. A 
hat found near the body contained the trade- 
mark of Emil Strauss & Co. — 

The clothing in which the body dressed 
was of excellent quality. It congisted of a 
black overcoat, black cutaway coat, blue 
striped trousers, and patent leather shoes. 

The hands and everything about the devel- 
opment of the body indicated the man was 
used to a life of ease. The deceased was 
about 5 feet 9 inches in height and would 
weigh about 160 pounds. 

The old box factory, in the ruins of which 
the body was found, was burned about four 
years ago. It has since been surrounded on 
three sides with a high board fence. Part 
of the walls are still standing, but the most 
of the structure has fallen in a tangled mass 
into the cellar. Down fn the gloomy base- 
ment, which is about as grewsome a place 
‘as there is in the city, the tragedy occurred. 

Between 6 and 7 o'clock in the evening two 
watehmen employed near the ruins claim to 


have heard six or seven revolver#hots from 


the old factory. They did not investigate, 
and it was three hours later when the body 
was found by the police. The fire had ap- 
parently been smoldering for some time. 
When found the body retained part of its

ELECTION MAKES NO CHANGE

. NAL AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

Rome, Nov. 7.—Russia proposes to the 
powers to present a note to the United 
States regarding the control of the Philip- 
pines. Italy is not disposed to accept this 
proposition. The official journal today pub- 
lished a note declaring Spain has little hope 
of gaining an advantage in retaining the 
Philippines. The best she will be able to do 
is to compromise the matter. 


Spain Alone Interested. . 
Paris, Nov. 7.—The Eclair today, after re- 
producing all the six articles of the peace 
protocol, says: 
“It is to be hoped the United States will 


not maintain its first pretensions in: regard 


to the Philippine Islands. The question of 
the sovereignty over the Philippine Islands 
is one, however, which interests Spain only, 
but Germany from time to time allows it to 
be thought that she is not indifferent to the 
fate of the islands, and the possibility of in- 
terference from this power will perhaps 
cause America to be less exacting.”’ 


Not Yet Appealed to Europe. 
Madrid, Nov. 7.—The Premier, Sefior Sa- 
gasta, was questioned today as to whether 
it was a fact that the Spanish government 
had addressed a note to the powers asking 
the latter if they would support Spain in 


protesting against “‘ the intentions of the 


United States toward the - _Philippine Is- 
lands.” He replHed that. such a note had 
not yet been dispatched. "

peace conference at Paris.

Urge Ameria to Act Firmly. 

London, Nov. 8—The Standard says 
editorially this (Tuesday) morning: 

‘We can see no alternative. Spain must 
accept as inevitable fhe loss of the Philip- 
pines. No doubt the United States will as- 
sume a heavy and serious responsibility. but 
it augurs well for the future that the public 
men of America appreciate and are ready to 
meet it. England will watch the experiment 
with every wish for a favorable issue.”’ 

‘The Daily News wonders whether trouble 
is brewing in the Philippines, arising from 
German opposition to annexation. 

The Daily Mali! this morning urges the 
American people to, pronounce boldy in 
favor of retaining the Philippines, “ for, 
otherwise, there will be a scramble for coal- 
ing stations that will endanger the peace of 
the world.”’ 


No Change in Policy. 
Washington, D. C., Nov; 7.—[Special.J— 
“If the elections should happen to be ad- 
verse to the administration there will be 


absolutely no change in the policy of the 


President im regard to the Philippines. 
There will be no modifications of the de- 
mands which have already been made. Such 
an unfortunate occurrence would undoubt- 
edly have the. effect of materially strength- 
ening the backbone of the §panish commis- 
sioners and impel them to make more ex- 
travagant demands and hold out for a longer 
time than if the Republicans should win. 
It would also have a bad effect on the other 
powers and might cause them to consider 
whether it was expedient to interfere, as 
they have been anxious to put a spoke in our 
wheel. 

“An adverse 
construed abroad as a repudiation of the 
administration policy of expansion, and lead 
them to believe that the people of the coun- 
try are not in accord with the President 
on this point, while, asa matter of-fact, they 
heartily indorse his policy, and would be 
much displeased if he should modify his 
demands in the slightest degree and pay 
Spain more than we intended when the in- 
structions were sent to the American com- 
missioners.” 

This is the enbetaniie of a conversation 
THe TRIBUNE correspondent had with a 
prominent member of the President's house- 
hold and is rather startling in its effect. It 
shows that, notwithstanding the strenuous 
denials made in Washington there was,a 
disposition on the part of the powers to in- 
terfere in the settlement of the Philippine 
question, there were excellent grounds 
for the statements. But the firm stand 
taken by the administration has had the 
effect of changing the sentiment, and now 
the inspired German newspapers are begin- 
ning to advocate keeping hands off.

The opening of the grand opera season in 
Chicago at the Auditorium last night was 
most auspicious. Before the curtain went 
up for ‘“ Lohengrin” the house was full 
above and below, except where the balcony 
curtains were drawn, and not a box was 
empty on either side. The management had 
feparted from the old habit of giving 
“Faust’’ on the opening night, and that 
perhaps accounts for the fact that the cur- 
tains were not drawn aside up-stairs, but 
if there was any perceptible lack of numbers 
the audience made up in enthusiasm what it 


lacked in size. 

The whole of the performance after the 
first act was punctuated with bursts of ap- 
plause, which were as unpremediated as 
they were un-Wagnerian, and the general 
opinion seemed to be that the season was 
going to be a success. 

Times are changing when an operatic im- 
presario can venture to put on even so well- 
known a Wagnerian opera as “‘ Lohengrin ”’ 
on the first night, but the choice was justi- 
fied, especially as it brought together a 
noble company of singers, most of whom 
had never appeared in the opera in Chicago 
before. 

Iliness of De Reszke.- 


The slip in the program announcing the 
fliness of Edouard de Reszke caused some 
disappointment at first, for though the part 
he has to sing is a small one his presence 
always seems to put an audience in a good 
humor. It was reported that M. de Reszke 
had an exceedingly bad cold, which will not, 
however, incapacitate him for any length of 
time. 

He found in Mr. Pringle an excellent sub- 
stitute whose voice was heard to great ad- 
‘vantage in the air at the end of the first act. 
He has not, of course, the magnificent power 
and presence of Edouard, and his lower notes 
especially want strengthening, but consider- 
ing that he was filling the place of so popular 
a singer he may be said to have -overed him- 
self with no small amount of glory. His 
voice isa. fine, resonant bass, without a touch 
of tremolo, and his acting was dignified. 
The great sensation of the evening was 
made by Mme. Schumann-Heink. Never 
before in Chicago have we heard acontralto 
with such splendid vocal gifts combined 
with such dramatic power. The long duet 
In the second act with Telramund was car- 
ried out with so much warmth of color that 
the applause came frequently even at in- 
opportune moments; her aria and the duet 
with Elsa were equally great in breadth 


and force, so that the whole act went with ‘

Mme. Eames’ Work. 

The share which Mme. Eames took in the 
performance of this act must not be under- 
estimated on account of Mme. Schumann- 
Heink’s overwhelming strength. The Amer- 
ican prima donna comes to us this year at 
the height of her artistfc development. Her 
acting is apt to grow just a trifle cold be- 
side the Teutonic warmth of the German 
singer, but Emma Eames yields to no living 
woman in the richness of her magnificent 
voice. 

After a long summer's rest she teems to 
have a wealth of tone which is limitless in 
variety of color and power of expression. 
From ‘her first entrance she seemed to iift 
the performance to a higher plane, and from 
then to the end of the opera she never ceased 
to bring new delight to a responsive audi- 
ence. What she has chiefly gained since she 
last appeared in Chicago is the personal force 
which comes from certainty of intention in 
the first place and the cultivation of the art 
of expression in the second. No actor or 
singer who is without this force can keep an 
audience interested for five minutes, what- 
ever else his accomplishments may be, and it’ 


lacked in past seasons. Up to the present 
time she has been a constant student, who 
has never been able to free herself altogether 
from the trammeis of her artistic training. 
Now she has acquired her point of view, 
and she has no difficulty whatever in trans- 
mitting her feelings to her audience. ; 

There is still something lacking in her 
more tender moods, but that may be partly 
attributed to her conception of Elsa’s char- 
acter and partly to the fact that Herr Dippel 
is not too inspiring as a lover. : 


| Herr Dippel’s Voice. 

The German tenor has neverthless a re- 
markably pure tenor voice of wide compass 
and considerable power. Vocally he was all

HOW TO VOTE A SPLIT TICKET. 


Explicit Directions for Marking the 
Ballot So That It Will Be Sure 
to Be Counted. 


The voter who wants to yote a split ballot 
must take care he marks it right or else he 
is liable to spoil it and lose his vote. 

The rules for scratching are extremely 
simple. One way, and perhaps the surest, is 
not to mark in the circle at the top, but to put 
a mark in the square alongside of every can- 
didate for whom the voter wishes to vote. 
Where this is done the ballot will be counted 
for the candidates marked, and where the 


- voter has not marked any candidate for an 


office none will receive credit. 

The other manner of scratching is for the 
voter to put a mark in the circle at the top, 
indicating the party of the voter's choice and 
then showing by marks in the squares op- 
posite the names of candidates of other 
= which ones the voter wishes to vote 

or. 

Where this is done the voter must bear one 
important rule in mind. For offices for 
which there is only one candidate on each 
ticket it is sufficient to mark in the square 
opposite the candidate’s name when-the voter 
wants to vote for one on another ticket than 
the one whose circle at the top he has 
marked. The reason for this is, by marking 
one candidate, he shows he wants toscratch 
his rivals, there being no chance for dispute 
as to what names are to be scratched. 

But when there are more than one candi- 
date for the same office on the same ticket, 
as for Superior Court Judges, for which each 
party has six nominees, then it is not suf- 
ficient for the man who has marked the cir- 
cle at the head of the Republican ticket and

CHICAGO LIKELY To DISCONTINUE 
GAMES WITH THE BADGERS. . 


Unproved Charges of Professionalism 
Against Members of the Maroon 
Football Team Have Aroused the 
Midway Students, Who Would Wel- 
come Such Action—Stagg Drills His 
Eleven im Trick Plays, While 
Hersehberger Practices Kicking. 


The indiscriminate protesting of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago football players, coupled 
with the remarks and charges of profes- 
sionalism among the players and athletes 
at the University of Chicago, which have 
come from the University of Wisconsin, have 
given rise to the report at the Midway school 
that there is a strong possibility that athletic 
relations on the gridiron between the schools 
will end for some time after the game on 
Saturday. 

Some of the charges coming from Wiscon- 
sin, which. are as yet unproved, have in- 
censed the Chicago student body, and any 
such action would be welcomed by the 
students.

CORBETT’S TEACHER IS DEAD. 


Jimmie Dillon, Who Instructed the 
Former Champion in Boxing, Dies 
in New lew York. | 


New York, Nov. 7.—[ Special. ]—James J. Cor- 
bett did not train today. ‘‘ Jimmie ’’ Dillon, who 


taught him the art of boxing, was buried from a 


West ‘Thirty-eighth street tenement house and 
the ex-champion was a pall-bearer. 

This is a story of a friend in prosperity—and a 
friend in need. Yegrs ago Dillon was acknowl- 
edged the cleverest man with his fists on the Pa- 
cilie coast, and had few pupersers in the wnoole 


country. He gave boxing lessons at the principal 


athletic clubs in Los Angeles and San Francisco, 
ane among his pupils wefe many men who have 
since become famous in the prize ring. 

One of these was a young fellow named Cortett. 
He was clever with his fists, apt, and affable. The 
friendship that started between instructor and 
popis ripened into one between man and man. 

ime.soon reversed the order of things. Corbett 
became king of the boxers of ’Frisco, then of the 


Pacific coast, and finally of the country. The sun

Tue Spaniards will consider the election 
of a Democratic Congress today as a tri- 
umph for their cause before the Peace com- 

mission in Paris, and will enter with re-— 
newed hope upon their efforts to recover 
what they lost in the late war. 


SenaTOR Hoar subjected himself to a

Tue stocks of grain in Chicago elevators 
last Saturday evening were 1,909,000 bushels 
of wheat, 10,514,000 bushels of corn, 893,000 
bushels of oats, 128,000 bushels of rye, und 
255,600 bushels of barley. Total, 13,699,000 
Dushels of all kinds of grain, against 26,- 
424,000 bushels a year ago. For the same 
date the Secretary of the Chicago Board of 
Trade states the visible supply of grain in 
the United States and Canada as 17,000,000 
bushels of wheat, 24,797,000 bushels of corn, 
5,976,000 bushels of oats, 970,000 bushels of 
rye, and 3,192,000 bushels of barley. These 
figures are larger than the corresponding 
ones of a week ago by 1,524,000 bushels of 
wheat and smaller by 1,011,000 bushels of 
corn, 397,000 bushels of oats, 159,000 bushels 
of rye, and 75,000 bushels of barley. The 
visible supply of wheat for the correspond- 
ing week of a year ago increased 2,072,000 
bushels. 


‘THORNTON'S FALSE STATEMENTS. 
A member of one of the leading law 
firms in this city writes to this paper con- 
cerning (article lautlatory of Charles 
S. Thornton, candidate for Judge on the 
Democratic. ticket.

Tup TRIpUNE knows nothing about the 
way in which the article in question got 
into the Record, but it does know that the 
same matter Was offered to it for insertion 
at advertising rates. Tue ‘’R1suNne stated 
that it would print the matter on the un- 
derstanding fhat the word “ advertisement ” 
was printed over the article. That condi- 
tion was unacceptable and the puff of 
Thornton was not printed. 

Had it been printed, even though labeled 
“advertisement,” THe TRIBUNE would 
have called attention to, and commented 
gharply on, one of its statements, which 
geads as follows: 

During the Swift administration some 700 police- 
men were discharged. as it was claimed. solely be- 
Cause they were Democrats. No charces were filed 
against them. These men had been upon ‘he 
force, many of them, ten, fifteen, and even twenty 
years. Many had been in the Haymarket rivt, 


some had received wounds in the discharge of 
guty, but were capable of rendering service.

SPAIN’S INSOLENT PROPOSAL. 

It is apparent from the tenor of the dis- 
patches that what Spain wants is neither 
honor nor territory, but money, and that 
its commissioners at Paris have been in- 
structed to sell out for the best figure they 
can get. It is expected that the tiptop 
figures will be $250,000,000, which will] 
give the Dons an opportunity to do some 
dickering. A Washington dispatch says; 

The commissioners at Paris have reported that 
it may be necessary to pay cash; that in their 
opinion Spain will never consent to surrender the 
islands without a pecuniary consideration, and 
that it will save trouble, annoyance, and expense 
to pay cash instead of assuming a bonded in- 
debtedness. They say that Spain will not be sat- 
isfied with the payment of bonds. It would no 
doubt be a great advantage to her creditors, but 
not to her government, which is in desperate 
need of cash. As that amount and the nature of

Evidently all that Spain is after is money, 
and it is in such desperate straits that it 
is ready to sell even much vaunted Span- 
ish honor, But supposing that the United 
States should gratify its sordid ambitions, 
what is the United States going to get as 
an equivalent? Out of what is it going” 
to get its money? | 

Spain wants pay for its quit claim to 
the Philippine Islands, but what are we 
to get? Where does our compensation for 
our war expenses con . in? The United 
States is the victor. Spain is acting as 
if we had been on war and run- 
ning up this big bill of expense for gratui- 
tous amusement, and were not 
any compensation. If Spain gets two hun- 
dred or two hundred and fifty millions, 
what do we get? It.cannot give us pos- 
session of the Philippines. We have that 


| out its thebiis’ and captured the capital 
of the islands. Had it not been for the 
truce we should have had possession of 
all the islands long before this. Spain had 
ho available force there and no money 
with which to raise one, and all we had 
to do was to make terms with Aguinaldo 
and his insurgents, who much prefer Amer- 
ican to Spanish rule. 

What, then, has Spain to give us for the 
money? It says the islands; but we have 
the islands now, and it has cost us a big 
pile of money to get them and hold them. 
Spain cannot give us what we have al- 
ready got, and to make such an offer is 
simply a display of insufferable insolence. 
This may be the Spanish method of doing 
business. It may suit Senator Hoar and 
Professor Norton and the mugwumps, but 
it is not the American method of doing 
business, and it will not suit the American 


people, 


| HOW TO SCRATCH. 

Take the case of a man who wishes to 
vote the Republican ticket with the ex- 
ception of one or two men whom he dis- 
likes. How shall he scratch his ticket so 
as to get rid of the men he dislikes without 
having to niake an “x” mark against the 
name of every one of the men whom he 
wishes to vote for? 

Suppose the voter who has put a mark in 
the circle at the head of the Republican 
column wants to vote for one or more 
of the old Judges who are in the Demo- 
cratic column. Then he must make -an 
“x” mark against the name of each of 
the Democrats ‘he favors. But he must 
not forget to put a mark against those 
Republican nominees whom he favors. If 
he specially marks three Democrats aud 
no Republicans, his vote will be counted 
for the three Democrats only. It he marks 
three in each column his vote will be count- 
ed for six. But if he marks seven men, 
when there are six places to be filled, his 
vote will count for nobody. : 

What is said in regard to Judges holds 
good as to members of the Boards of As- 
sessment and Review and of the County 
board. If the voter indicates a preference 
for one Democratic nominee for Assessor 
he must be careful to make an “x” mark 
against the name of the four Republicans 
he favors. If he does not the election 
judges cannot tell which Republican he 
meant to leave off. :

But the cancellation must not be done by 
a waving line or in any such peculiar way 
as to make the identification of the ballot 
possible. 

In the Fifteenth Senatorial District both 
the Republican and Democratic candidates 
for the Senate voted for the Allen law.

Groundless Complaint of St. Louis 
Against the Drainage Canal. 


St. Louls is up in arms over the danger 
that threatens her water supply and her 
health through the opening of the Chicago 
Drainage Canal, which is announced to take 
place shortly. It is claimed that this will 
send a mass of sewage into the Illinois River 
and thence into the Miseltssippi that will con- 
taminate both rivers for hundreds of miles. 
One 8t. Louis business-man, however, who 
seems to have a level head, points out the 
fact that the immense volume of water 
that will be poured into the rivers from the 
great lakes will benefit St. Louis through 
the deepening of the waterways to the gulf, 
and he suggests that his city might take 
her water supply from the Missouri River 
above its confluence with the Mississippi and 
thus secure immunity from Chicago disease 
germs. 

Chicago people claim that a running 
stream purifies itself no matter how badly 
it is polluted, through sedimentation, oxida- 
tion, nitrofication, and dilution, and that all 
traces of the sewage will be obliterated in 
twenty or thirty miles’ fowage. A St. Louis 
professor of bacteriology shakes his head 
and denies this. He avers that some of the 
disease germs wil escape and be taken up 
di be pumps and infused into the water 

It would seem that the sensible thing for 
the people along the rivers to do would 
be to look und for other sources of water 
supply, or élse to put in filtering basins. 
The deepening of the channel from the lake 
water is bound to be a big thing for them. 
The lower Mississippi River water is unfit 
to drink, anyhow, since so many cities drain 
their sewage into it.

Among the witnesses examined were 
Colonel Henry L. Turner, Mrs. Virginia F.

B. Ward of Kansas City, Dr. Nicholas Senn,

- Pr. Louis Schooler of Des Moines, Ia. Dr. 
Ward's testimony contained a number of 
striking epigrams. Here are some of them:

Yestimony of Dr. Senn. 
Dr. Nicholas Senn testified at the evening 
gession. He told of the conditions at Camp 
Fz. Thomas, Siboney, Montauk, and Porto Rico. 
= @©§5>6 At Camp Thomas Dr. Senn said he saw a 
good many sick on the ground, as there were 
only a Mmited number of cots. The medical 
‘supplies were limited. He did not believe 
that the commanding officers did their duty 
in policing the sinks at Camp Thomas.’ He 
thought was euitable only as 

a site for a short encampment. 
: At the front Dr. Senn found only a few 
rote and the men sleeping on the ground. 
The hospital supplies could not all be landed 
at Siboney—only enough for ten days, when 
there should have been supplies for thirty 
days. The location of the hospital camp at 
\ Montauk was bad, being surrounded with 

bogs and ponds. 

Dr. Senn made several recommendations 
in regard to the training of the hospital 


Colonel Turner’s Testimony. 


Colonel Turner’s t€stimony, which was ex- 
pected to be severe on those who were re- 
sponsible for much of the mismanagement 
during the war, did not come up to his fre- 
‘quent talks in local churches, He was plied 
with questions for an hour and a half, and 
at the close of his examination said he had 
no complaint to make “‘ as an army officer.” 

The Colonel Turner leaned across the table 
and said that “as a private citizen and as 
one gentleman to another” he would give 

some interesting information. The board 
informed the Colonel that they were not 
there to receive information in any h 
way, and Colonel Turner stepped down. He 
said during his examination that most of

I was told he had been 
put outside so that he would not be seen 
dying by the patients in the fever tent.” 

Dr. Ward said eight men were obliged to 
occupy a tent intended for only four at the 
most. 


Cuthbertson Minces No Words. 

Dr. Cuthbertson, who was Surgeon Major 
of the First Illinois Cavalry, did not hesi- 
tate to call things by their right names dur- 
ing his examination. His remarks stirred 
up Dr. Connor, who stopped examining him 
and resorted to something that sounded 
much like argument. 

** Doctor, do you know,” asked Dr. Connor, 
“that the percentage of mortality in our 
army was considerably less for the first four 
months of campaign than of any other army 
in history?” 

“*I do not think there is any comparison,” 
retorted the witness. ‘‘ Ourarmy was within 
the boundary of the home government. A 
rich and generous government was behind it, 
and I am firmly of the belief that if it had 
been properly handled the campaign would 
have been less deadly.”’ 

Dr. Cuthbertson in his testimony sald 
there -were no facilities for digging sinks at 
Chickamauga, and that owing to the nature 
of the ground they overflowed after every 
rain, rendering the camp site a pesthole. 
Efforts to get quicklime from the govern- 
ment were of no avail, and finally this nec- 
essary article of camp sanitation was pur- 
chased from the regimental fund. He said 
the way in which he was supplied with sur- 
gical appurtenances was criminal. The op- 
erating case that was issued to him was one 
that had been used in the civil war. It took 
him from 5 o’clock until midnight to get an 
ambulance to take a man to the Leiter Hos- 
pital to be operated on for appendicitis, while 
all that time there were ambulances lying 
unused on all sides and a corfal full of mules. 


Dr. Schooler on the Stand. 

Dr. Lewis Schooler of Des Moines was the 
first witness. From June 7 to July 17 he 
was stationed at Camp Thomas as Chief Sur- 
geon of the Second Division, Third Corps. 
He said that while he was ithere the sani- 
tary conditions in the e bad, an was not 


good; that the sinks were bad, and the dis- 
cipline was rather lax. 

“At the opening,” sald Dr. Schooler, 
‘there were practically no facilities for the 
care of the sick. The regimental hospitals, 
all but one or two, were as poorly supplied 
with medicines as the division hospitals. 
Requisitions were generally disapproved at 
the camp headquarters. It was in reference 
to the quantity rather than to the articles 
themselves that difficulties arose. I think 
the supply department issued stores accord- 
ing to their ability, but not always with 
promptness. They had certain hours for 
issuing supplies, and at other times noth- 
ing could be obtained. 

**I think the Quartermaster’s department 
was largely responsible for the great sick- 
ness; the medical department (that is, the 
supply department) was responsible also for 
some things.”’ 

Dr.*Sahooler stated that he did not think 
any of the surgeons in his division consid- 
ered the water fit to drink. He felt con- 
vinced that much of the prevailing disease 
was caused by the negligence of the polic- 
ing department. He gave this as a reason 
for many of the cases of typhoid fever ex- 
isting in the camp. 

* Fifty per cent of the sickness,” said the 
doctor, *“‘ would not have been in existence 
had the mén not been allowed to leave Chick- 
amauga Park on passes.”’ 
* When questioned as to the lack of nurses 
the doctor said that he thought the nurses 
and officers were overworked. One nurse 
was compelled to take charge sometimes of 
forty patients during the night,-which was 
too much to expect ofone person. No blame 
could be attached to the doctors. | 

Mrs. Betts then appeared. She entered 
complaint in regard to the death of her son. 
He died on. Sept. 19. It was the opinion of 
Mrs. Betts that the medical officers should 
have sent him to the hospital, or, if he 
must be sent home, she claimed that h 
should have had an attendant. 


Tells of Camp Thomas. 

Dr. Ward, who was a brigade surgeon at 
Camp Thomas from July 12 to Sept. 10, when 
asked as to the condition of the hospitals, 
said that there was a great lack of medi- 
cines, only some of the simplest being on 


been all right had it been properly cooked, 
He said he knew of several cases where the 
patient was allowed to lie on the ground the’ 
whole day and also during the night before 
taken to the hospital. 

Seventy-five per cent of the patients were 
on cots and the other 25 per cent were on 
stretchers on the ground. Sometimes at 
first some of the men were put on the bare 
ground, but within a few hours they were 
always put on cots or stretchers. 

Dr, Connor—‘* What was the reason that 
the Second Division Hospital of the Third 
Army Corps had the worst reputation of any 
hospital during the war?’’ 

Dr. Ward—‘“ The first reason, in my judg- 
ment, is that the hospital had for its corps 
surgeon a man who never paid any attention 
to it whatever. His name was Hoff. The 
next reason is that the man in charge of the 
hospital, the division surgeon, seldom vis- 
ited the hospital or paid any attention to it. 
His name was Jenney. The next reason is 
that there were not enqugh doctors at any 
#ime to take care of the patients without 
overworking the doctors and making them 
too ill to get out of bed. 

‘The stores that were necessary were not 
available from the army supplies. Milk and 
ice were obtained from other sources. Had 
it not been for the Red Cross some of the 
soldiers would have starved.”’ : 

Dr. Connor—‘ Who was responsible for 
this?” 

Dr. Ward—** For the condition of the camp, 
first, the man who insisted that the camp 
was perfect, and that the hospital was well 
run. That man was General Boynton. He 
was responsible for keeping the army there 
when that army ought not to have been kept 
there, The want of supplies was due to the 
fact that the quartermaster’s and commis- 
sary’s departments were not hounded, 
enough.”’ 

“What was your opinion of the location 
of the hospital?’ was then asked the doctor. 

“The location of the hospital was ex-. 
tremely bad, in my judgment,’’ he replied. 

pal Cuthbertson was then called to the 
stand. 


* After locating our camp,” he said, “‘ we 


hand. He said that the food would have — 


immediately made details to provide for 
sanitary conditions. The surface soil was 
shallow, amd on digging three or four feet 
we would strike water. The ground was 
perfectly non-absorbent and the sinks being 
used by the men would become in a filthy 
condition in a short time.” 

He then went on to show how that, when- 
ever a rain occurred, these sinks would be- 


tary condition. This was the beginning of 
the troubles. When a requisition was sent 
in for quick-lime with which to disinfect the 
camp there was no supply of that material. 
The doctor then went into details to show 
how the medical department was handi- 
capped by the lack of many necessary ar- 
ticles for the perfect sanitation of a camp. 
The question of regimental hospitals as 
compared with division hospitals was then 
brought up. It was the opinion of Dr. 
Cuthbertson that in theory the division hos- 
pital was superior, although from his ex- 
perience he thought that in many cases 
the regimental hospital was better for the 
men, as they were then under the charge 
of physicians who were more liable to take 
a personal interest in the patient. 
Tells of First Dlinois. 
olonel Turner testified—as to conditions 

on tae as he had observed them at Chicka- 
mauga, Tampa, Santiago, and Montauk 
Point. Colonel Turner’s regiment remained 
at Chickamauga only three weeks, and dur- 
ing that time he said conditions were fairly 
ood, 
ni The health of my regiment at Camp 
Thomas,” said Colonel Turner, “‘ was pretty 
good; we lost one man of typhoid fever, 
We got all of our water from a spring which 
we discovered, and, so far as I could, Icom- 
pelled all-of our men to boll the water they 
used. At Tampa we were finally complete- 
ly supplied with quartermaster’s stores by 
being persistent. However, we were short 
on ordnance supplies. I think there was a 
great oversight at Siboney. We reached 
Siboney on Saturday morning, July 9, and 
General Reynolds then informed me that 
he had received telephonic orders that I 
was to disembark at once; When I asked 
him what preparation had been made for 
disembarkation he said: ‘ [don’t know any- 
thing about that. You must fight that out 
yourself.’ 
“Our men were kept at Siboney until the 
close of the campaign, and Siboney was a 
pest hole. For the first three days that we 
were at Santiago we nearly starved to death 
—could get no supplies in any way. Finally 
thirty of my men volunteered to foot it to 
Siboney and bring out on their backs enough 
supplies to keep the men alive. In connec- 
tion with this General Shafter sent me a 
sharp note, complaining that I had not re- 
ported the situation directly to him.”’ 

Colonel Turner defended at considerable 
length the camps of the volunteers, so far 
as he had observed them. The worst camp 
that he saw was a camp of regulars at Pic- 
nic Island. 3 
-“T observed nothing at Montauk which 
indicated a lack of proper medical sup- 
plies. The detention camp, so far .as I 
could judge, was as fine a camp as I ever 
saw. So far as I know my men who were 
sick in the detention hospital were well cared 
for. Theonly thing I could criticise was that 
there was a disposition to turn the men out 
before they were entirely recovered. I 
found men who had been discharged from 
the hospital while in almost a state of de- 
lirlum. We found four or five of our men, 
one of them almost unconscious, discharged 
from the hospital, and we made efforts to 
have an order issued that no man should 
be sent way from the hospital until a notice 
to that effect was given to his regimental 
commander, so that arrangements could be 
made to take proper care of him." 


Dr.. Senn at Chickamauga. 


Dr. Senn stated he was first on duty at 
Camp Tanner, and on being commissioned 
as Lieutenant Colonel was ordered to Chick- 
amauga on May 24. 

“When I arrived at Chickamauga,” said 
Dr. Senn, ‘40,000 troops were there, and) 
the sick accumrulatedrapidly. Provision was 
being made for them as fast as could be 
done. When I was there a good many of 
the sick were on the ground There were 
only a limited number ofcots. Medical sup- 
plies were on hand to a limited extent. The 
greatest difficulty we had was to have the 
things sent to us in proper time. 

‘**There were from eight to fourteen men 
in a hospital tent; they were greatly 
crowded. A great many of the nurses were 
incompetent, although they did the best 
they could. I have no knowledge of any 
nurse having been drunk at Chickamauga. 
While I was there I saw many sick men 
lying in their camp clothing, but do not know 
how long they had been so. My impression 
of the division hospitals was a favorable 
one, considering the circumstances. 

“ Chickamauga was satisfactory asa site 
for a short encampment, with the under- 
standing that the water should have been 
taken where it ought to have been taken. 
But I do not believe the water was good. I 
saW many soldiers bathing above the intake 
of the creek from which the water supply 
was obtained. 


State of Aflairs in Cuba. 


“When I landed at Siboney there were 
few troops there, they having gone to the 
front. Only the sick ones were left there. 
Many of the men in the trenches were sick. 
there were few cots, and most of the men 
slept on the ground. Much difficulty was 
experienced in getting proper medical sup- 
— Supplies in the 

pital ships, but we had no li - 
ghters 

Dr. Senn said that the man received the 
best attention, but there was a scarcity of 
dressings for the wounded. The death rate 
was remarkably low at Siboney. 

‘““ When I went back to Montauk,” he said, 
‘I took charge of the surgical cases. The 
location of the camp was on an undulating 
surface, with numerous ponds or bogs.” . 

Dr. Senn paid a tribute to the Red Cross 
and commended in strong terms its efforts to 
care for the sick and suffering at Montauk. 

Dr. Senn appeared to think that the mob- 
ilization of troops in Southern.camps was 
detrimental to the health of the soldiers, 
and instead of: becoming acclimated they 
were, in his opinion, greatly debilitated in 
Chickamauga, Tampa, and Camp Alger. 

The last witness of the evening was Ben- 
jamin J. Moore, Second Lieutenant of Com- 
pany K, First Illinois, who had yellow fever 
at Siboney. He had no particular com- 
plaint to make about the treatment he had 
received in the hospital at Siboney, althovgh 
he thought that the attendance was perhaps 
inadequate. 3

At one time it was proposed to purchage the 
old Corcoran Art Gallery, which is situated 
opposite the War, Navy, and State Building, 
for this purpose, but this project was not 
approved of by the Justices, because it was 
too far away from the Congressional Li- 
brary, in which are many volumes the Jus- 
tices frequently consult. 

They favor a building in the vicinity of 
the Capitol, and if the President makes 
strong recommendations it is believed with 
the influence of the Justices, which is potent, 
a building will be constructed for the use 
of the Supreme Court alone, 

The Supreme Court sat today in the room 
of the Senate Committee on the District of 
Columbia. The committee-room is quite a 
commodious office room, well furnished with 
tables, chairs, desks, and other office furni- 
ture, so that little difficulty was encountered 
in transforming it into a suitable place for 
the court, 

No one would have inferred from the faces 
of the Justices or their manner of proceed- 
ing with business that the court was sitting 
outside its own chamber for the rnd 
since 1814, but such was the case, ; 
-No written opinions were rendered, but 
this was not due to the fire. There would 
not have been any had the explosion not 
occurred. 

An examination of the meter room, where 
the gas supplied to the Capitol is measured, 
shows that the big meter has been blown 
to pieces. This satisfies most of the Capitol 
officers that a gas explosion is responsible

The upholstery and the new $4,000 carpet 
in. the courtroom are greatly injured, but the 
two court clocks are ticking away as reg- 
ularly as ever. The busts of former Chief 
Justices which line the walls of the old 
chamber are also uninjured. 

There is nothing but ruin and desolation 
in Marshal Wright's office. 

The only damage that cannot be made 
good was done in the file room of the Su- 
preme Court, in the basement, where were 
stored all the official records and the orig- 
inal copies of opinions from the foundation 
of the government. All these opinions huve 
been printed, but the original manuscripts 
were highly valued. Comparatively few of 
the papers were absolutely destroyed, but 
those which suffered this faje were among 
the most valuable in the room. They in- 
cluded the original opinions of the court in 
the early days of the republic, and among 
them were many manuscripts prepared in 
the handwriting of the jurists of the days 
of Washington, Jefferson, and Adams. 

A report was current during the morning 
that the west central wall of the Capitol 
was cracked as a result of the explosion. 
Architect Wood made a careful examination 
and located the crack which had aroused 
suspicion. It proved, however, to be in the 
outer, or veneer, wall, and not in the six- 
foot foundation wall on the west side. 

The library of the Supreme Court, which, 
next to the Congressional Library, is the 
most valuable collection of books in Wash- 
ington, escaped with little damage, although 
it was in the center of disturbance, the 
wrecked elevator shaft and upheaved stone 
floors being at the library entrance. It is 
estimated that the loss in the library will 
he covered by $1,500. The books escaped 
intact, the loss being confined to singed 
woodwork.

Mrs. Cheskowski lived in a small cottage 
adjoining Larson's factory, and when her 
house was threatened she lost her reason 
temporarily and rushed into the smoke filled 
building and fell to the floor ina faint. She 
was rescued by Policemen Lubby and Plant, 

Larson estimates his loss at $3,000. The 
building was owned by William Schick and 
was valued at $5000. Itisatotalloss. Both 
losses are covered by insurance. 

H. C. Nieman places his loss on building 
and stock at between $3,500 and $5,000, partly 
covered by insurance. 

The tKree-story brick and frame _ store 
and flat building, 5506 and 5510 Lake avenue, 
was damaged to the extent of $1,600 by a 
fire which broke out shortly after noon.

O apology is due for bringing once

charming volume of stories by Paul 
Bourget, which was reviewed in 
these columns more than a year ago, 
when the French edition appeared uncer the 
title of “ Voyageuses.’"”

ehant, and is in most ways worthy of the.

Of the 
game sort, yet entirely distinct, is the trag- 
edy of the woman who takes her own life in 
Wesperation because her husband loves an- 
other woman, a tragedy which is enhanced 
by the repetition of the suicide on the part 
of the daughter, who cannot bear life with 
ther stepmother, the woman who had caused 
her own mother’s death; and yet the man 
and the woman go on enjoying their exist- 
ence as if nothing strange had happened, - 
@rawing from Paul. Bourget the com- 
mentary: “‘Is_it possible that there exists, 
tmoving quietly about in the world, a strong, 
venemous life, which feeds upon tender 
and gentile creatures?’ 
But i te impossible to reproduce in a few 
svords the dramatic intensity of -these slight 
episodes, which is obtained without the 


slightest straining of probabilities, but by 


pheer force of insight and sympathy. There 
és positively no action worth mentioning in 
any of the scenes chosen for representation, 
end yet in each the whole tragedy and com- 
edy of a Nfetime are suggested. 

Without once losing his distinctive point 
of view as a Frenchman, Bourget has never- 
theless the whole world as a mine for his 
imagination. This volume takes the reader 
grom.Corfu tothe West of Ireland, from the 
fomantic Island of Port Cros, abounding in 
Aleppo pines, to the richly decorated dining 
table of a fashionable house in New York. 
And his suggestion of character is almost 
ms.trueé in oné case as inanother. Only once 
in the Irish story does he allow the super- 
matural to encroach upon the real, and sure- 
jy if a tribute to the miraculous were ever 
to be condoned it woukd be in dealing with 
hatnts of the banshet.

use anywhere in Europe, and can only be 
compared to those huge visiting cards that 
are considered good form in China by the 


To give an idea of the Emperor's visiting 
cards it may be stated that they measure 
no less than six inches in length and four 
inches in width. On the upper line is the 
single word “‘ Wilhelm ”’ and on the second 
line the words, ‘‘ Deutscher Kaiser und 
Koenig von Preussen'’’—that is to say, 
**German Emperor and King of Prussia.”’ 
These words are printed in fat and large 
gothic script. It is hardly necessary to add 
that the Emperor does not consider it nec- 
essary to inscribe, like ordinary folks, his 
address on hisVisiting cards, perhaps for 
the reason that he is so exceedingly seldom 
at home. Of course the Emperor does not 
carry about these huge bits of pasteboard 
himself. They are confided to his “ chas- 
seur,”"’ or body servant, who follows him 
like a shadow, and they are only used when 
calling on foreign Ambassadors, either in 
Berlin or in other capitals which he may 
visit, and on royal personages. : 
The other sovereigns in Europe content 
themselves with quite small and unobtru-, 
sive visiting cards with the words in Latin 
script, among the most simple in point of 
size and appearance being those of the Em- 
peror of Austria and of the Prince of Wales. 
The latter, it may be added, has two sets of 
cards, one for use abroad and the other for 
use in England. The latter bears the words 
the ‘‘ Prince of Waies”’ and the other the 
French translation of the same—namely: 
the Prince de Galles.”’

In an evening of success at the Grand 
Opera-House last night it was not the least 
of Mrs. Fiske's triumphs that she literally 
wrenched a telling réle from a play which 
is otherwise sentimental and vapid. Miss 
Nerrington’s comedy in its adaptation from 
the German has been cut down to the quick; 
that is, as kittle as possible has been left of 
all the characters except that which was al- 
lotted to Mrs. Fiske. The comedy and the 
pathos which fall to the share of the other 
players are clumsy and bungling, with all 
the ineptness of which mediocre German 
drama is capable. But by sheer force of her 
extraordinary powers Mrs. Fiske transforms 
her role into one instinct with life, shifting 
in coloring at every moment, and with the 
most clean-cut perception of the growth of 
character. 

Madeline Winfield’s life has beem warped 
by -her lameness, and her whole career has 
been embittered by the pity which every 
one has felt called upon to giveher. Fairly 
started upon this path the ugly duckling 
of the family has done -her part to make 
anything else impossible. She has repelled 
every advance, and the biting wit she has 
developed has made her almost unapproach- 
able. Only at odd moments and‘at the 
rare touch of a friendly hand does the in- 
herent sweetness of her nature surge up 
for a moment. 

This is the picture which the first act 
presents. Madeline decides to take her life 
in her own hands, and she proposes mar- 
riage to a young, starving, and-friendless 
artist, Douglas Colbert, who accepts her 
offer in a kind of despair. 

After a year they are to be married. His 
sentiments are still those of the calm mo- 
ments of the betrothal, but in the weary 
watching, planning, and hoping of -the 
twelvemonth the girl has come to love him. 
And when her lifelong friend, Dr. Leé, en- 
deavors to dissuade them from marriage, 
she turns on him in a violent gust of passion. 
At this point Colbert’s divorced wife, whom 
he had believed dead, appears eager for re- 
conciliation. There is a swift climax where 
Madeline drives her from the house, and then 4 
actually throws away her own cruth and 
walks in a mad attempt to drag the woman 
she had hated from danger beneath the 
wheels of a coach. : 

In Act IH. this miraele of healing has 
brought a clearer vision to Madeline, and 
she sees her past and future from a new 
angle. In the picturesque language of the 
program, “out of suffering sweetness 
springs.” . 

Mrs. Fiske has created the part in the real 
sense of the word. She has breathed a most 
powerful breath of life intoit. Her absolute 
control of her art is more wonderful than in 
“ Tess.”” Then one felt at .times that she 
was almost obtrusively natural, and from 
time to time one caught glimpses of the 
actress and forgot Tess. In the present 
piece, perhaps because there are no heart- 
breaking crises, there is nothing but Mad- 
cline. There is no thought of Mrs. Fiske 
or of her methods. And there is more 
chance for the extreme Sweetness, almost 
winsomeness, which Mrs. Fiske possesses, 
and which is so rare a gift of the intellectual 
actress, 
Mr. De Belleville was dignified in the 
somewhat ungrateful role of the friend who 
conceals love and gives advice all through 
the piece. The rest of the company were 
unable to rise far above the thrall of stiffand | 
stupid réles. 

In the curtain raiser Mrs. Fiske falls into 
the error, or rather her playwright does, of 
trying to write “‘the new and the boid ”’ 
with capital letters. The presence ofa flow- 
er girl in an artist’s room late at hight with . 
the possible attendant scandal is the some- 
what dubious situation on which the sketch 
depends for all its ‘dramatic interest. Mrs. 
Beringer drives home her knowledge of life 
by introducing three. drunken friends of the 
artist, who behave like cads towards the 
girl. The author then wishes to prove the 
essential refinement of her feeling by envel- 
oping the whole scene in the most namby 
pamby sentiment. The girl was only a flower 
girl with a cockney accent who had fainted 
outside the artist’s door, but she must have 
come straight from the pages of an old- 
fashioned Sunday school book, so extraor- 
dinary is her ignorance of anything and 
everything. 

The whole thing isa silly flight in the air, 
and the worst of if is that it gives Mrs. Fiske 
no part. Some quaintly humorous speeches 
fall to her, and she delivers them tellingly, 
as was to be expected. But even she shrinks 
from trying to do much with the pathos.

MAY ABSORB WASHBURN-MOEN. 


Federal Steel Company Seems to Be 
Back of a Call for Deposits of 
Stock—Glucose Officials Back. 


The big plants of the Washburn & Moen 
Manufacturing company at Waukegan, IIl., 
and Worcester, Mass., may become the 
property either of the American Steel and 
Wire company or of the Federal Steel com- 
pany. 

Messrs. Hayden, Stone & Co. of Boston 
have sent out circulars to stockholders of 
the Washburn & Moen company asking if 
they would be willing to deposit their stock 
with the O!ld Colony Trust company to be 
held until Jan. 1 under an option to pur- 
chase the same at 162%. 


It is not yet known for what interests the 


Old Colony Trust company is acting in the 
deal which appears to be under way. This 
is the same trust company which partici- 
pated as trustee for the stock of the con- 
stituent companies to the Federal Steel deal, 
and it is therefore reasonable to infer that 
the Federal Steel company may now be 
contemplating the absorption of the Wash- 
burn & Moen company, either with the di- 
rect object in view of a larger amalgama- 
tion, to include the American Steel and Wire 
company, or for purposes of forcing the 
American Steel and Wire company to come 
into the Federal Steel on terms more favor- 
able to the latter than were offered at the 
recent joint meeting of Federal Steel and 
American Steel and Wire company interests 
in New York. 

‘The Washburn & Moen Manufacturing 
company stock pays 8 per cent per annum. 
There is $4,000,000 stock outstanding. The 
company has $2,000,000 surplus. The profits 
for 1897 have been placed by the trade at 
$1,000,000. This company failed to come 
into the American Steel and Wire combina- 
tion when formed, as it could not get the 
price which it asked—believed to be about 
$200 per share. The stock is now selling at 
about’ 152%, although it recently sold 14914 
ex quarterly dividend of 2 per cent. 


Glacose Officials Return. 


The officials of the Glucose Sugar Refining 
company returned from their Jersey City 
meeting yesterday. The following state- 
ment was made by one’of them: ‘“ There 
seems to be some complaint that we did not 
insert the word ‘ quarterly ’ in our dividend 
notice. I cannot see how the omission or 
4nsertion of that word has a significance. 
The directors do not propose to pay out more 
money in: dividends than is earned, and 
they have not guaranteed to pay 14 per cent 
quarterly if that rate should not be earned. 
Nevertheless, when we decided on the 1% 
per cent dividend rate we did so with the

It is still necessary, however, 
for this bank to liqhidate, and a notice fora 
special meeting of the shareholders for that 
purpose is herewith inclosed, together witha 
proxy, which kindly sign and stamp with a 
25-cent revenue stamp and return at once. 
The amount coming to the shareholders in 
payment for their stock cannot be distribut- 
ed until the vote to liquidate has been passed 
and reported to the Controller of the Cur- 
rency. 

The special meeting of the shareholders of 
the. Globe National, to which reference is 
made in the foregoing circular, will be held 
in the old banking office, Rookery, Dec. 6. 
At this meeting the question of the voluntary 
liquidation of the bank will be voted upon. 
‘There is, of course, no question but that the 
vote will be an affirmative one, as pledges of 
a large majority of the stock have been se- 
cured by the management. .

WAR TAX IS HELD VALID. 


JUDGE GROS6CUP DECIDES AGAINST 
THE LIVE STOCK EXCHANGE,

Motion to Quash Indictment Against- 
Charles Ingwersen, Charged with 
Falling to Stamp Memoranda of 
Sales,4s Denied—Law Is Declared to 
Be Constitutional and Not Class — 
Legislation—Appeal Probably 
Be Taken to Supreme Court.

‘Judge Grosscup yesterday upheld the war 
revenue act as constitutional and declared 
all transactions on the Live St6ck Exchange 
are subject to tax. The decision was made 
in denying the motion to quash the indict- 
ment against Charles Ingwersen of the 
firm of Ingwersen Bros. & Smith, charged 
with violation of the law in failing to stamp — 
memoranda of sales. The interpretation of 
the act imposes a tax of one cent on every 
$100 transaction, and the case probably will 
be taken to the Supreme Court. - fe eg 
In the decision it was admitted there was 
a difference between the Board of Trade 
and the Stock-Yards exchange, inasmuch _ : 
as the members of the latter paid no dues. 
and enjoyed no exclusive privileges. The 
court contended that the intention of Con- 
gress in framing the act was to name cer-. 
tain great marts of commerce where taxes 
could be easily levied. He said druggists 
and department stores could be similarly” 
taxed, but it would be impossible to collect . 
taxes of that nature. | 
‘‘In considering the constitutionality of. 
the act,’ Judge Grosscup sald, the cou 
must consider the manifest intention of 
Congress. As I regard it, Congress intend- 
ed to levy a tax in places where people met 
to buy and sell, and the Stock- Yards is such 
a place. The object of the act is to defing 
a class of transactions, and Congress 
not consider the question of limitation: ‘That: 
it did not levy taxes on dry goods stores — 
or department stores was because the col-. 
lection of such taxes was impracticabie. 
It was in the great marts of commerce like 
the Stock-Yards exchange and the Board of 
Trade that Congress found its opportunity 
to tax. One cannot escape this conclusion, 
“It has been contended that the act is. 
not uniform, because it exempted from tax- 
ation farmers who sold their products at . 
their own farms or in the street. I do not. 
consider that a forcible illustration. The act 
is uniform tn that it taxes all those who arc- 
cept the privileges which the Stock-Yards 
exchange affords. The connection of a “i 
farmer with the exchange was voluntary, 
therefore it cannot be said that the govern- ~ 
ment seeks to impose a burden. I con- 
sider it my duty to uphold the constitution- 
ality of the act, leaving it to the Suprems 
Court to decide whether it is a con — 
tional measure. I shall therefore refuse thé 


motion to quash the indictment.”
